| they relate to drefs, all, that we abfolutely 


will always have fome faults, the discove. 
ty of which we cannot prevent. Thofe 
principles which were implanted in*our 
nature for wile ends, may be fo corrupted 
as to produce very bad confequences, and 
the excellencies of ufetul inftitutions may 
be preverted toevils. The defire to ex- 
cel may degenerate into a luft of power, 
ora luft of fame ; pity into weaknefs, and 
charity intoa breach of duty. Theener- 
gy of government may be changed intu ty- 
ranny, and its mildnefs become deftru€tive 
of civil fubordination. Such refle&ions 
have often occurred to me, whenI have 
heard the violent declamation of bigotry, 
fanaticifm and prejudice againft fafhion. 
The variations and revolutions in tafhion 
arife froma principle in our nature, as 
ufeful, as it is reftlefs, viz. 2 love of novel- 
ty. They are alfo a neceflary confe- 
quence of commerce, the influx of riches 
and refinement. Fafhions when not car- 


‘ried to extremes are ufeful ; even when 


carried to extremes they are ufeful, altho’ 
they are evils. When however they be. 
come deftru&tive ot wealth, health and mors- 
als, the injury they do, more than coun- 
terbalances the benefits and advantages de- 
rived trom them and they ought to be rep- 
robated and difcouraged. : 


The rigid confors of fafhion are re- 
moved at a great diftance from its votaries. 
Principle or the affe€tation of fingularity, 
or perhaps difguft at their follies prevent the 
firft trom mixing with the laft ; contempt 
for them on account of their aoétrines, 
or the fear of their cyrical obfervations 
prevents the laft from courting the com- 
pany of the firft. Whilftthis diftance re- 
mains between them, the ruft of rough- 
nefs, not to fay vulgarity, mutt adhere to 
the manners of the firft, and their cen- 
fures will be impotent to reftrain the in- 
temperance of the laft. If the cenfors of 
fafhion would in fome meafure yield to its 
influence, their example would perhaps 
do, what their precepts never could, viz. 
reftrain its-irregularity. It isthe part ofa 
wife man to yield to the current of folly, 
when his flruggles againft it would be ufe- 
lefs and when be makes no facrifice of du- 
ty and when his very fubmiffion may have 
a tendency to remove its dangers. 


To trace out the conneétian of the vari- 
ations of tafhion with the alterations and 
changes in the ftate of fociety ; to dilate 
onthe progreflive influence of fafhion on 
manners, drefs, opinions and tafle, andto 
expatiate on its ufes and evils would tranf.

tional, defultory obfervations, Fafhion 
promotes commerce and manufaétures and 
through thefe advances almoft all kinds of 
improvement.

require, is enough to cloth us and defend 
us againft the inclemency of the feafons. 
Through fathion, drefs becomes an 

of tafle as well as neceffity ; and hence the _ 
different tancy of each is pleafed by all the ~ 
variety of colors, figure and ‘texture. 
Wealth isthe portion of only afew; the 
property ot a great part of mankind confifls 
in the mere produce of their labor. Ot 
labor fafhion furnithes them an sbundentis 
and thus the fafhionable profufion of 
tich is a fruitful fource of fubfiftence to 
the poor. 


Fafhion has a great influence on morals. 
Fzfhionable life muft bein fome meafurea 
life of difipation. Diffipation of all kinds 
is inconfiflent with the flability of moral 
habits and has a tendency to blunt the edge 
of moral fenfibility, The licentiou{nels 
of female drefs is extremely dangerous. 
It excites correfponding pafli: +s in the 
men and producesa bold affurance in their 
condv@ inconfiftent with female delicacy. 
Female drefs often operates as an invitation 
to lawlefs attemps. It argues in femalesa 
confidence in their own chafte refolutions, 
as deceitful, as it is vain. She, whofe fe- 
curity depends on the firmnefs of ber prin- 
ciples alone, is half conquered. Fathion 
at times tolerates a familiarity in the inter- 
courfe between the fexes, highly impro- 
per. Manners are the breaft-works of vir- 
tue. A certain degree of form and cere. 
mony is neceflary, to prevent familiarity 
trom generating contempt. The appear- 
ance of modeft dignity in female manners 
isthe moft effe€tual barrier to female ruin. 
The nature of fafhionable amufements and 
pleafures is in moft cafes hoftile to ftrié 
morality. They are in general defigned 
for no other end than to killtime, They 
produce a levity of thought inconfiftent 
with the ferioufnefs of morality, and en 
gage us in trifling purfuits irconfillent with 
the effe€tual difcharge of our moral duties. 
Thole, who are placed with in the {phere of 
fafhion, in engaging in its occupations 
fhould be careful not to jeopardife their 
innocence.
